Mrs. Gibson, who w*as on the Phil­ 
lips’ farm the night of 
the double 
murder looking for corn thieves and 
has claimed to have heard the mur­ 
derer’s name called by his woman 
companion, said that 
she did not 
Know* the identity of the slayer at the 
time, but that she recently had rec­ 
ognized him in the prosecutor’s of­ 
fice in New* Bruns wick. 
Mrs. Gibson, who it was learned 
yesterday had told 
the 
authorities 
the name of the murderer’s compan­ 
ion, said today that she had once 
met her at a rummage sale and in­ 
stantly had recognized her at the 
scene of the murder on the Phillips’ 
farm. She added that she had seen 
her since the double killing, and wras 
sure of her recognization. 
Amplify­ 
ing her previous story, Mrs. Gibson 
said she rode on muleback from her 
home into De Brussy’s lane following 
a wagon without lights 
which she 
thought was driven by corn thieves. 
She said she saw the wagon turn 
into Easton avenue towards 
New* 
Brunsw’ick. The lane intersects Eas­ 
ton avenue just 
beyond 
“Lovers' 
Lane,” in which the two bodies were 
found. 
Just at the intersection, Mrs. Gib­ 
son said she saw an old style auto­ 
mobile standing in De Brussy’s lane. 
Beside the machine, she said, wTere a 
man and a woman, and she stopped 
her inulo 40 feet from them. Jhst 
then, her story goes, another 
ma­ 
chine turned into the lane and the 
flood of light from its headlights fell 
upon the two persons beside the old 
automobile. 
T h e s e c o n d a u t o m o b i l e 
backed out of Lie lane and sped 
away on Easton avenue, Mrs. 
Gib­ 
son says, but while its lights 
were 
thrown on the old machine, she rec­ 
ognized the man and woman. 
She 
says both stepped out of the light in­ 
to the shadow before the second au­ 
tomobile turned around. 
Mrs. Gibson said today that the wo­ 
man wore a gray coat extending to 
her knees. She says the man had a 
heavy dark mustache, 
bushy eye­ 
brow’s, and was of a heavy build. 
“When I went to the prosecutor’s 
ofiice,” the farm woman said today, 
“I saw* this man and recognized him 
as the one who was s;auumg Desiue 
the car.” 
Mrs. Gibson says that after the 
second car had withdrawn the man 
and woman crossed De Brussy’s lane 
and went into the fields in a general 
direction of the crabapple tree. 
Judge Mott, the new* special state 
prosecutor came to New* Brunswick 
today, and summoned every principal 
in the case to the court

so 
that he might personally hear their 
stories. 
Mrs. Hall, widow* of the 
rector, 
James Mills, husband of the woman 
who was killed, Charlotte Mills, their 
daughter, Henry and William Stev­ 
ens, brothers of Mrs. Hall, and Mrs.

celled or should not be cancelled is not re­ 
aler contributing to a helpful decision.

This, however, is no more than a sign. It 
accomplishes nothing in itself. Taken with 
other signs, pointing the same way, it shows 
that the cancellation question is not purely 
academic as, up to a short time ago, it 
seemed to be. 
It indicates at least an ap­ 
proach to a condition of affairs which will 
permit of a really broad and liberal study 
of the whole 
question 
in an atmosphere 
which may allow of a solution calculated 
to advance the common good.

been in almost constant communica­ 
tion with Germany, both by letter and 
cablegram, and that she had been on 
terms uf intimacy with several meni-

ber* of the kaiser’* family.’* 
But while—like Wolf Von 
Ingel, 
Ram Chandra, Robert Fay, W arner 
Horn and other German agents arrest­ 
ed 
In the United States, the “Bar­ 
oness” admitted the existence of 
a 
(hief who directed all the movements 
of the Teutonic forces In America, 
she maintained that she herself had 
no Idea as to his identity, for all her 
Instructions had been signed merely 
with the single letter “H.” 
Who was this “H?” 
Perhaps the 
memoirs of the kaiser or some of the 
other officials of the- German govern­ 
ment may eventually clear up 
this 
point, 
but, 
until 
then,

of the war, covered by a veil of mys­
